LONDON, Novy. 28—The Teutonic allies in the Wallachian pro- 
vince are, according to Teutonic claims, which are not contradicted by 
Bucharest or Petrograd, keeping up their advance against the Rou- 
manians, The operations there, according to the latest German ofli- 
cial communieation ‘‘are progressing in accordance with our plans.’ 

Semi-official advices from Berlin are to the effect that General 
von Falkenhayn’s army, up to November 21, had taken 11,000 square 
kilometres of wheat soil in Wallachia, and with the capture of the rail- 
way, had shut off the communication of aii the Roumanian troops west 
of Craiova, 

Berlin records the reinforcement of the Russians on the eastern 
Transylvanian border, but the locality where they have arrived is not 
de finitely stated.

Henry For ~Mayor 


Civie polities have traveled 
fast and far in a short time. 
Very recently there were no 
mayoral candidates in sight; 
but once a candidate was an 
nounced other aspirants fol- 
lowed, until during the past 
few days five candidates for 
the mayoralty were seeking 
support. The situation thus 
suddenly became one of ex- 
treme danger to the city. 
Naturally each one of the 
five held a somewhat different 
view as to the proper direction 
of civie affairs. While it may 
be true that ‘fin a multitude 
of councillors there is wis- 
com; it is algo true that ‘‘In 
a multitude ;of candidates 
there is danger.’’ The posi- 
tion of the city at the present 
tire is not such that the 
citizens can afford to take 
chances that may be avoided. 
A five-sided contest for the 
mayoralty would itself in 
large measure discredit the 
city, &s it would show that 
there was no well-formed 
public opinion in regard to 
civie administration. Our 
financial situation is such that 
for the present we are de- 
pending to a considerable de- 
gree on our standing with 
the investing publie—-or as it 
is sometimes phrased, the 
financial world—to see us 
through. Our business as a 
city is to convince the finan 
cial world that our eitizens 
ave for capable, honest and 
economical administration, 
and that they are so by a ma- 
jority sufficiently large and 


_determined, to, ba ample.secur- 


ity for any money advanced 
for city purposes. ‘A five- 
sided mayoralty contest would 
be a bad start towards that 
end. The longer the canvas 
of the five candidates con- 
tinned the more it became 
evident that the result of the 
contest must be uneertain, 
not only as to the man to be 
elected, but still more as to 
the principles for which the 
election would stand. The 
situation has appealed strong- 
ly to many eitizens having 
important and active business 
interests, which must be pre- 
judicially affeeted by unfavor- 
able civie conditions, and ef 
forts have been made from 
Various directions to secure 
the withdrawal of several of 
the candidates holding some- 
what similar views, so that a 
united support could be given 
to one of them instead of its 
being divided amongst 
several, and correspondingly 
weakened. Messrs, J. M. Mac- 
donald, T Bellamy and ft, 5. 
MacKenzie were approached 
on the subject of retirement. 
Inquiry showed the situation 
to be that neither of the three 
would withdraw in favor of 
the others, but that Messrs, 
Macdonald and Bellainy were 
prepared to withdraw provid- 
ed Mayor Henry could be in 
duced to stand for a third 
term, Mr. MacKenzie did not 
take the same view, and for 
the present it is assumed will 
remain in the field. On the 
tender of support by Messrs. 
Maedonald and Bellamy, and 
by many other prominent 
citizens, it is understood that 
Mayor Henry has consented 
to stand for a third term, It 
is to be sincerely hoped that 
this will be the case, and that 
other candidates will follow 
the example of Messrs, Mac- 
donald and Bellamy and sink 
personal views or wishes in 
the interests of the city which 
they are ambitious to serve. 
Mayor Henry has piloted the 
civie ship through difficult 
waters for nearly two years, 
The dangers are not yet past, 
The re-election of Mayor 
Henry will be notiee to the 
world that the people of Kd- 
monton have their minds 
fixed on honesty, economy, 
and efficiency in the adminis- 
tration of their affairs, Mayor 
Henry's record is the best 
asset the city has in the 
world’s money market today.
